CHATWALL IN GNOSALL 
(1548) Certified in 1548 that this chapel was for the ease of the inhabitants of 
Chatwall, being 3 miles distant from Gnosall church, that it was endowed with 3 
butts of land in the field and a parcel of meadow called Tryinglehed, worth 1/4 net 
pa, that it possessed 1 vestment worth 1/0, 1 bell, but no plate (b). 
(c1550) Its possessions were valued c1550 at 1/4 
(1553) In May 1553 this " little " bell was in the keeping of Francis Jobbar (chap, 


wd.?), the vestment had been sold for 1/4 by Rich Forsett, surveyor, a chalice he 
had taken away with him. 


(1563) Not mentioned. 
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
